Reference is made to my letter dated January 2, 

1969, which furnished you the resists of investigation 
concerning Governor Walter Joseph-mefcel. , Transmitted 
herewith is a supplemental summary memorandum containing 
the results of additional inquiries concerning Governor Hickel 
with regard to allegations made in an article by Mr, Drew 
Pearson on December 27, 1968. 

It is noted that within the past few days 
articles continue to appear in the press critical of 
Governor Hickel* s designation as Secretary of the Interior. 

One article indicates the Senate Committee oh Interior and. 
Insular Affairs has received over 200 letters demanding he 
be closely questioned prior to confirmation. The same article 
states that both Senators from Wisconsin and Senator George 
McGovern of South Dakota are critical of Governor Hickel* s 
views on conservation.

This summary memorandum supplements the information 
contained in a summary memorandum concerning Governor Hickel 
dated January 2, 1969, 
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l of International
